Their 
loyalty and patriotism tothe Amer- 
ican Nation and to the 
party, in view of the fact that they 
‘have less reason for so being of all 
the other races here, proves all the 
more their worthiness and strength- 
ens their claims upon this adminis- 
tration. The per cent. of colored 
employes in the various depart- 
ments is very small and should be 
remedied. I mean to makea fight 
for them I believe in the advauce 
ment of. the colored people and 
will do all. can to aid’ them. 
ing one of them myself, their suc- 
cess is mine, and whatever success 
T may possibly achieve 1 shall 
cheerfully share with'them.
